Columbus, N. M., May 22.—More 
bands of Mexican bandits are mol ­ 
ing north in the wake of the with­ 
drawal of the American troops, com­ 
mitting depredations and especially 
terrorizing the villages. 
This report 
was brought to the Columbus base 
today. 
It is believed here that the 
Mexieans who fired on 13 troopers of 
the Seventh cavalry, wounding one, 
were members of one of these bands. 
These bandits are moving in bands 
of from fifty to seventy and have 
kept far enough behind the retiring 
Americans to avoid a clash. 
Many 
inhabitants of the region around San 
Antonio, Mexico, are fleeing north in 
the wake of the 
American 
troops. 
General Pershing has sent back cav­ 
alry detachments to attack and dis­ 
perse these bandits. 
Stories that the American troops

The bill agreed upon by the con­ 
ferees increases the standing Army 
to 206,000 in time of peace, with au­ 
thority given the president 
to

force 
to 
aproximatelv 
275,000 at his discretion in the even 
of the imminence of war. 
The National Guard is to be fed­ 
eralized and increased 
to 
425.000 
officers and men. It will remain un­ 
der the immediate 
control 
of 
the 
several states 
in 
time 
of 
peace, 
with the exception that each officer 
and man must sign an agreement to 
serve 
the 
government 
whenever 
called upon by the president. 
This 
will give the president power to or­ 
der the National Guard out at any 
time for service either 
within 
oi 
without the borders of 
the 
United 
States. 
It therefore 
dignifies 
the 
guard and makes it a federal force 
instead of merely a state militia. It 
will be aimed and equipped in pre­ 
cisely the same manner as the regu­ 
lar army.

Thomas Posey (1750-1818.) 


Thomas Posey’s 
name 
will 
be 
mentioned frequeuntly in connection 
with the Indiana’s 
centennary. 
It 
was Posey who served at the last 
territorial governor of Indiana. Po­ 
sey also occupies a unique place in 
Indiana history owing to the fact 
that he served both as president oi 
the Kentucky state senate and as 
territorial governor oi Indiana with­ 
in seven years. 
Posey was 
born 
in 
Alexandria, 
Va., July 9, 1750. He joined the c o ­ 
lonial army at the outbreak of the 
Revolutionary war and 
before the 
surrender at Yorktown had risen to 
the rank of colonel. 
He settled iu 
Kentucky in 1793 and became presi­ 
dent of the Kentucky senate in 1805. 
In 1813 he was appointed territorial 
governor 
of Indiana. 
He 
died 
in 
1818.

Coblenz, May 22.—-The Rhine to­ 
day is flowing along without sight­ 
seers. 
The Rhine, which in peace 
time always attracted the American 
millionaire or school teacher, is prac­ 
tically deserted. In Coblenz, one of 
the favored stopping points along 
Genuany’s famous river, few visitors 
come. 
Coblenz 
is 
one 
of 
Germany’s 
strongest forts on the Rhine and the 
city is dominated by the officers and 
men. 
At the beginning of the war, Cob­ 
lenz was the most envied of all Ger­ 
man cities because the Kaiser and 
bis staff spent the first two weeks 
here directing the operations against 
France and Belgium. Citizens today 
tell with great pride how the Kaiser 
watched the armies go down 
the 
valley of the Mosel. 
Coblenz hotels are almost guest- 
less. 
About the only residents are 
officers 
detailed to this 
fort for 
special duty. 
If the French had succeeded in 
invading Germany as far as the Ger­ 
man army has 
penetrated France. 
Coblenz would be in their hands— 
Coblenz and this part of the Rhine 
and Mosel. 
Across from Coblenz is 
the giant rock hill Ehrenbreitenstein 
with its fort on top. The other forts 
are hidden in the mountains around 
the city. 
Souvenir 
shops 
are 
deserted. 
Museums are open 
but the guides 
have gone to war so th at he who 
happens to visit roams about alone

elected to the 27th congress from 
Bedford and to the 30th congress 
from Terre Haute. 
He was a close 
friend and associate ol Lincoln and 
of John Quiney Adams. 
President 
Taylor nominated him as minister to 
Austria, but he declined the nomina­ 
tion. 
In 1877 he became secretary 
of the navy in the cabinet of Presi­ 
dent Hayes. Thompson died in 1000.

T-he agreement by the senate and 


house conferees and the ultimate 
passage by congress of their bill for 
the increase of the Army and 
the 


National Guard will not 
constitute 


immediate 
preparedness 
against 


was by any means, although a great 
many people thoughtlessly 
assume 


that it will do so. 


It is merely the taking of the ini- 


tial step toward preparing for pre- 
paredness. 


The bill agreed upon by the con- 


ferees increases the standing army 
to 206,000 in tinie of peace, with au- 
thority given the president 
to ex- 


pand this force to aproximately 
275,000 at his discretion in the event 
of the imminence of war. 


The National Guard is to be fed- 


eralized and increased 
to 425,000 


officers and men. It will remain un- 
der the immediate control of the 
several states in 
time of peace, 


with the exception that each 
officer 


and man must sign an agreement to 
serve 
the 
government 
whenever 


tailed upon by the president. 
This 


will give the president powor to or- 
der the National Guard out at any 
tiin'e for service either 
within or 


without the borders of the United 
States. It .therefore 
dignifies the 


guard and makes it a federal force 
instead of merely a state militia. It 
will be armed and equipped in pro 
cisely the same manner as the regu- 
lar army. 


Majors and all officers above that 
rade, according to the bill, will re- 


'ceive $500 a year from the govern- 
ment in time of peace. Captains ol 
'comp'anies will receive the 
same, 


while captains of the staff 
corps 


and departments and lieutenants re- 
ceive from $250 -to $300 a year, ac- 
cording to grade. They are 
also 


paid for camp duty each year.

In all probability the government 


will have difficulty in recruiting the 
regulaf army up to the 
required 


standard, but it is more than pro- 
bable that the National Guard will 
be raised to the 425,000 mark in 
short order. Any country town of a 
population of 500 or more and with 
a 
reasonable 
farming 
population 


' can recruit a company of the finest 


.' kind of young men for service in the 
'guard. It would be worth $48 a 
' year and more to any young man to 
join such a company, as they re- 
'ceive one dollar for each attendance 
[at drill, the number in any one year 
not to exceed forty-eight.

ing to Changes in Statute Made 


by Last Legislature. 


BOARDS IN 
SESSION OCT. 9 


Voters Who Have Not Moved From 


Precincts Since Last Regis- 


tration Not Affected. 


Because of the changes 
made in 


the registeration requirements by the 
Indiana legislature of 1915 many in- 
quiries are being made by voters as 
to what is necessary for them to do 
so they will be qualified (to cast 
their ballot in the November election. 
Prior. to '1015 voters were required 
to register before 
an election but 


that Igislature provided for a perma- 
nent registration on file with the 
county auditor. 


Under the last act but one regis- 


tration is 'helo^ each year, twcnty- 
9 days before the general election. 
The election this year falls on No- 
vember 7 which menus that the reg- 
istration boards will be in session on 
Monday, October 9. The personnel 
of the -hoards in session in each pre- 
cinct. in the county is the same as 
under the former, law. It is com- 
posed of an inspector and two regis- 
tration clerks. The 
commissioners 


appoint the inspectors at the Aughst 
meeting. If any inspector does hot 
qualify within ten days 
after 
he 


has been notified that he is appoint- 
ed his successor ;'may he named by 
the county auditor. 
The county 


chairmen of the two political parties 
casting the highest number of votes 
at the preceding general election are 
entitled to appoint the . registration 
clerks. 
The nominations are plac- 


ed in the hands of the inspectors of 
the several precincts and he is -com- 
pelled to name them as members of 
the board. Inspectors and clerksytihe 
law provides, may also sit as mem- 
bers of the general election board. 
The county chairmen must file the 
names 
of the 
registration • clerks 


with I lie inspectors before Septem- 
ber 29. 
, ' ! • . • 


The 1915 registration law pro- 


vides that voters who have pre- 
viously 
registered, and have 'riot 


moved from the precinct shatt-'hot 
be require*' to re-register." In' case 
any voter moved from the precinct 
or into this state from 
another 


state, he is Required to register. Re- 
gistration may be made by affidavit 
in case any -voter is to' be absent 
from the city or is ill and cannot 
appear before the board of 'his 'pre- 
cinct in person. The affidavit must 
be sworn to before a notary public 
and must be witnessed by two free- 
holders of the precinct who must 
state that they are acquainted with 
the applicant and 
know; the -facts 


stated in the -affidavit to be true. 
First voters who will have reached 
their majority by the date of the 
general election are entitled to reg- 
ister. 
^ 


The registration 'places are open 


but one day from C o'clock in the 
morning until 9 o'clock at night, but 
on the petition of ten voters of the 
precinct the boards may 'be in ses- 
sion another day. In the petition it 
is necessary to state that the voters 
do not believe tlrat every voter in 
the precinct has been given oppor- 
tunity to comply with the law. It 
is not likely that any board in this 
county ;will be in session more than 
a. single day as the great majority 
of voters will not be required to reg- 
ister this year. 


The 1915 amended registration 


law does not change the compensa- 
tion to be- received by the members 
of the registration boards. The in- 
spectors receive $3 per day and also 
$2 for going after the supplies from 
the county clerk and 
the same 


amount fou -delivering the registra- 
tion sheets following the adjourn- 
ment -of the board. The clerks re- 
cieve $3.00 a d-ay. Inspectors are 
allowed five. cents per mile traveling 
expenses in going for and returning 
the -blanks.

air after being in a badly ventilated 
room: and to clean his lungs each 
morning and evening by the same 
process.
